Keeping the route alive but not well, the California Transportation Com- 
mission allocated a “‘token’’ $100,000 Friday to protect the Foothill Freeway 
right of way from development for a year. 

The action came during the commission’s meeting in Sacramento, where 
it adopted the five-year State Transportation Improvement Plan (STIP). 
The STIP is revised annually. 

Information about the commission’s move and its meaning was sketchy 
late Friday afternoon. The commission staff could not be reached after the 
meeting broke up. 

However, Wes McDaniel — executive director of San Bernardino 
Associated Governments (SANBAG) — attended the meeting and phoned 
the results to Johnni Hansen, deputy executive director. 

Hansen said the commission allotted just $100,000 to protect right of way 
threatened by development along the entire 28.3-mile proposed extension of 
the freeway from La Verne to San Bernardino through Upland and Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

Local officials had hoped at one time for $1 million this year to be divided 
equally between Los Angeles and San Bernardino counties for land ac- 
quisitions. 
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relatively little land, Hansen said the $100,000 in reality would do even less. 
The funds probably will not be spent as long as the crunch on the state’s 
highwzy account continues, she said. 

However, without the allocation, the Foothill Freeway would not be part 
of the five-year STIP of highway projects, Hansen said. 

She said the money’s real value is that it ‘keeps the project alive in the 
eyes of public and private interests.’’ The California Department of 
Transportation (Caltrans) can continue to negotiate for right-of-way land, 
she pointed out. 

City and county governments along the route can continue to withhold per- 
mits for development in the right of way because the freeway extension is in 
the STIP, Hansen added. 

But she could not say what would happen if a landowner with property in 
the right of way sued state and local governments for inverse condemna- 
tion, the taking of a property’s value without compensation. 

Staff members for the commission and Caltrans recommended no money 
be allocated for the Foothill Freeway, which the state agencies consider a 
low-priority project that cannot warrant state funding unless transportation 
revenues are increased. 

Because money had not been set aside before Friday for the freeway ex- 
tension, Hansen said the commission’s decision could be considered a vic-

Told of the action, Hal Bailin, president of the Foothill Freeway Associa- 
tion, referred to the STIP and said, ‘‘Well, we want it to be in there.” 

Asked if freeway supporters made out better than expected, he said, “‘No, 
I expected them to live up to their original agreement for at least a modest 
amount.” 

In January, the commission declared its intent to protect the right of way 
from encroaching development through December 1982. That resolution 
also stipulated that without new state transportation revenues the state's 
“financial capacity to protect the right of way will be extremely limited.© 

The fate of the Foothill Freeway has tottered back and forth ever since 
Caltrans recommended dropping the route extension from state highway 
plans in 1977. 


The commission made it clear Friday that additional funds for the 
freeway hinge on SB 215, a bill by state Sen. John Foran, D-Daly City, toiin- 
crease the per-gallon gas tax by two cents and other transportation 
revenues. 


The bill was passed by the Senate and received an important approval just 
this week from the Assembly Transportation Committee.

Los Olivos address creates problems for some 


This is the third and final story in a series examining 
the history, problems and people of the Los Olivos 
housing project in Upland.

She moved to the Los Olivos housing project in Upland 
30 years ago and raised all 12 of her children in a 
succession of different units throughout the complex. 

Several of her sons have had run-ins with the law. One, 
she says, has been in jail, but never in prison. Another, 
credited by some to be the ringleader of a gang, she says 
has straightened out since he and his girlfriend had a 


baby. 

Six of her children still live at home. Although she says 
no one has ever really bothered her, it upsets her when 
her sons are blamed for nearly every problem in the 
neighborhood. 

Like many other residents, she is willing to taik about 
what it is like to live in Los Olivos, but asks that her 
name not be used. 

“Tt’s not that I am afraid,” she says, with an 
apologetic smile, ‘‘but you never know when you might 
offend somebody. I would just rather you not put my 
name in the paper.” 

She is a mother, and like any mother is concerned 
about the welfare of her children. One 15-year-old 
daughter was refused a job in the District Attorney’s 
office, reportedly because of her brothers’ reputations. 
One son, she says, may be harassed by police cruising 
the neighborhood, asking questions about another son 
they haven’t seen recently who is considered a 


. troublemaker. 


“Sometimes, I just don’t understand the police,” she 
says, shaking her head slowly. ‘‘They drive through here 
at night and shine their lights into the houses and on the 


or where people are sitting. It upsets the younger 
‘ ys. ” 


Too many times, she says, her sons are falsely 
accused of wrongdoings. 

“My boy says to me, ‘You know Mom, I give up, I just 
tell them, yeah, I’ll go ahead and do it next time if you're 


_ go convinced. That way I’ll make you right.”’ 


She says she has paid to have windows and planters 


"fixed that were vandalized, even though her sons were 


not involved. Much of the time, she thinks boys from 
outside the neighborhood commit the acts, but local 
youngsters are blamed. 

“You know, people look down on you when they find 
out you’re from Los Olivos. 

“But I’m here because I have to be. I can’t afford to 
live anywhere else. I would love to live somewhere 
where I had a yard and a fence.” ae 

She doesn’t think Los Olivos is a bad place, but is 
disturbed by ‘“‘people from the north part of town who 
drive by and stare at us.” She thinks management should 
be stricter with families who don’t live according to the 


rules, and evict those who try to cram more people into.

“I did my share of bad stuff,” he says, leaning back in 
a padded chair in his office, ‘“‘but I finally came to see it 
was nonsense. 

“Like I try to tell the kids, two wrongs don’t make a 
right. If he throws a ball at you,” he says, gesturing 
towards two imaginary children, “does it make it better 
if you throw one at him?” x 

Ochoa says he’s trying to work with police these days, 
rather than against him. He re those that seem to 
carry a chip on their shoulder against Hispanics, but has 
discovered many who are “pretty straight with me.” 

“It’s hard for other people to understand, but some of 
the trouble barrio kids get into, it’s all part of tradition. 

“Just like some families always go to grandma’s for a 
turkey dinner, or others always send their kids to private 
schools. The barrio is like a big family, and you follow 
the barrio rules.” 

Another side of the community many outsiders never 
see is the pride residents feel, says Ochoa. 

“I love my town. I love my barrio and I love my past. 
That’s what my tattoos show.” 

He pulls up a shirt sleeve. On one arm are the 
Romanesque letters ULO, for Upland, Los Olivos. His 
first name is in blue across the top. 

On his left arm is an intricate portrait of a beautiful 
woman. 

“That’s my girlfriend.” 

The words Upland and Los Olivos are intertwined, 
crossword style above, and a shabby little character on 
his shoulder he says stands for what he used to be like. 

“This place has really changed in the last year,” says 
Ochoa. “‘The Lord has filled a lot of guys’ lives, and 
some of the very baddest dudes have done a lot of 
changing.” ; , 

He said the impact can also be seen on the younger 
children, who like to imitate their older brothers. 

“Sure, you still have some throwing rocks and stuff, 
but there are a hundred families here. The (Christian) 
movement is growing though.” 

Johnny and Robbin Smith moved to Los Olivos about 
four months ago, and became the second black family in 
the predominantly Hispanic community. They say 
they’ve been accepted by their neighbors, and are 
pleased with their quarters. 


“I’m pretty quiet,” said Smith, ‘‘and I figured I may 
never really get a chance to meet my neighbors. But 
they’ve been real nice. We get along fine.” 


Another resident, a white woman aged 39, says she has 
never had any trouble. 

“There are times I'd like to move into ce 
but I like it here.

Rep. David Dreier, R-35th Dist., said Wednesday that 
while he voted to support two programs which benefit se- 
nior citizens, both need to be eventually ‘‘eased off.” 

Dreier told guests at the sixth annual meeting of Get 
About Transportation in Claremont ‘‘senior citizens are 
the segment of society to which a debt is owed.” 

While Dreier voted to reinstate the minimum benefit 
program of Social Security at the present, he said the ad- 
ministration must eventually phase out the program. 

One of the problems, Dreier said, is that some govern- 
ment workers who were able to qualify by having worked 
a minimum number of quarters in other jobs have gained 
Social Security benefits in addition to their government 
pensions. 

The congressman stressed that no one on Social Secu- 
rity would have. present benefits cut. The $122 ‘“mini- 
mum benefit’’ program is an additional benefit, he 
explained.

The congressman described the proposal of reducing 
payments from 80 to 55 percent for people retiring at 62 
as ‘‘a cruel and inhuman cut.”’

“We need to slow the continued growth of government 
without the eradication of essential services,’ the con- 
gressman added.

According to M.R. Smeltzer, administrator at Hill- 
crest Homes in La Verne, representatives of Hillcrest, 
Mt. San Antonio Gardens, Claremont Manor and Pilgrim 
Place were seeking a way to help the 18,000 seniors in the 
valley who did not live in retirement centers.

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Japanese who were Telocated’ begin to speak out |

WASHINGTON — Norman Yoshio Mineta was 11 when 
his family was uprooted from its comfortable San Jose, 
home and forced to board a train to Santa Anita Park 
near Pasadena to live in a horse stable. 

Now a U:S. representative from San Jose, Mineta is 
one of thousand of Japanese-Americans who are begin- 
ning to discuss their experiences: being evacuated from 
their homes and incarcerated in camps for years during 
and immediately after World War II. 

“The stables were not adequately cleaned out,”’ 
Mineta recalled in an interview. ‘“‘We had minimal fur- 
nishings, like steel Army cots and mattress covers which 
we filled with straw for sleeping.” 

While Mineta says he harbors ‘‘no rancor or 

§ bitterness,’’ he does want to make sure ‘‘that nothing 
“like this ever happens again.”’ 

About 120,000 American citizens suffered similar ex- 
periences when the U.S. gorernment decided to conduct 
a mass evacuation of Japanese-Americans from the 
Pacific Coast states and detain them in relocation camps 
while this country was at war with Japan. 

Many of those incarcerated have since died. Most 
others have refused to talk about the experience, out of 
embarrassment. However, the issue is surfacing now, 
after 40 years, with formal hearings on the episode by a 
presidentially appointed Commission on Wartime 
Relocation and Internment of Civilians (CWRIC). 

The $1 million study, scheduled for completion next 
year, will contain as much information as the nine- 
member commission can gather on what happened, both 
from some of the principals involved and from those with 
access to World War II files. It will recommend what 
remedy, if any, the federal government should offer to 
those who were swept up in the internment. 

“It could be anything from recommending Congress 
vote a certain sum of money to each individual, to a 
public apology by the U.S. Congress on behalf of the 
government, to establishing a trust fund to aid Japanese- 
American senior citizens and students,’ Mineta said. 

Rep. Robert T. Matsui, D-Calif., says he believes it is 
‘unrealistic to expect any monetary compensation’’ to 
be paid by the federal government to the victims because 
of the current anti-spending mood of Congress. 

Matsui, who was incarcerated in the camps until he 
was 5, says ‘‘more creative remedies are needed, such as 
scholarships for descendants or small business 
programs’’ for Japanese-Americans. 

‘‘But the main thing I hope the commission does is to 
get the matter out in the open, discussed, and over once 
and for all,’’ Matsui said. 

He and Mineta say their parents tried to forget ‘‘those 
dark days in American history”’ and tried to rebuild their 
lives after the war. 

Why is the issue surfacing after 40 years? There are 

two dominant explanations. 
- First, Mineta said, there is a great curiosity among the 
mehildren and grandchildren of those incarcerated about 
‘that time in history. They see the scars of those years on 
the lives of their parents, but can’t get their parents to 
discuss it with them. 

“It has been called a ‘rape syndrome,’ ’’ Matsui said. 

,'It happened, but to discuss it brings up shame. It brings 
up the feelings of 40 years ago that Japanese-Americans 
were disloyal to their country.”’ 

In a 1968 edition of ‘‘Prejudice, War and the 
Constitution,’’ three authors conclude that deep-seated 
prejudices against Japanese-Americans stirred the 
emotions that eventually led to their wartime incarcera- 
tion. The three, Jacobus tenBroek, Edward N. Barnhard 
and Floyd W. Matson, write: 

“‘There was,a, widely held belief that coolie labor was 
thwarting the work of the unions and lowering the 
American standard of living ... and the Japanese citizens 
here were characterized by sneakiness, dishonesty, 
trickery and unfair competition.’ 

Fifty years of racial and economic discrimination con- 
verged during World War II, they conclude, to stereotype 
the Japanese as ‘‘enemy aliens.”’ 

Second, there is a determination today to make sure it 

tdoesn’t happen again. 

« “After the American Embassy was seized in Tehran,”’

@ He and others are concerned because the U.S. Supreme 
‘Court upheld President Franklin D. Roosevelt’s ex- 
ecutive order authorizing the detention. ‘‘That ruling giv- 
ing the order constitutional justification still is on the 
books,’’ Bannai said. 

On Dec, 18, 1944, the Supreme Court ruled in Koremat- 
su vs. United States that one group of citizens may be 
singled out and expelled from their homes and im- 
prisoned for several years without trial, based solely on 
their ancestry, according to a CWRIC document. 
Americans of Italian and German descent were not in- 
carcerated, even though the United States was equally at 
war with thier mother countries. 

In 1976 President Gerald Ford rescinded Roosevelt’s 
executive order — but the court ruling is still valid. 

First - and second-generation Japanese-Americans 
were affected by the Roosevelt order. Many were given 
only a few days to dispose of all of thier belongings and 
property before being loaded aboard trains for 
racetracks and fairgrounds where they were dept, often 
for months, until permanent camps were built. 

‘“‘We were told to bring only what we could carry, 
which often was just a few suitcases,’’ Bannai said. 

He remembers his entire family living in one room in a 
barracks with a central bathroom and mess hall, and 
very little furniture. 

Bannai, then 23, was released to harvest a sugar crop 
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in Idaho and eventually served in the Army’s all 
Japanese-American 442nd Regimental Combat Team. 
Ironically, for someone of a population suspected of dis- 
loyalty, he eventually was assigned to Military 
Intelligence school where he learned to speak Japanese 
— another irony — and participated in the postwar oc- 
cupation of Japan. 

‘Many people ask why I would fight for a country that 
threw me in a concentration camp and denied me my 
rights as a citizen,’’ Bannai said. ‘‘Many people lost their 
parents and children in those camps, and most lost their 


‘‘But my family instilled a belief in me ene I was 
very young that America is my country, and I should try 
to be 100 percent American, the best American,’ Bannai 
said. ‘‘After the war, my family just picked up the pieces 
and rebuilt our lives.” 

Bannai owns the Bannai Realty and Insurance Co. in 
Gardena, now managed by his son Don. One daughter is a 
lawyer in private practice in Oakland, and another 
daughter has a law practice in Seattle, Wash. His wie, 
Dr. Hideko Bannai, holds a Ph.D. in education. 

The commission Bannai heads was established by con- 
gressional legislation signed into law July 31, 1980, by 
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former President Jimmy Carter. It was’ formed after 
several legislators, including Rep. Mike Lowry, D- 
Wash., sponsored bills to provide direct monetary com- 
pensation to the victims. 

At first a $25,000 payment was suggested, but the 
figure was scaled down to $15,000. Neither proposal won 
much support since the full price tag to the federal 
Treasury was expected to be several billion dollars. 

As a compromise, Congress authorized $1 million for 
the study commission to determine the true injury to the 
Japanese-American citizens and decide what remedy is 
in order.

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There’s nothing science fictiony about Mobots

SAN DIEGO — Mobots 
are robots. 

But there is nothing 
science - fictiony about 
them. 

They already exist. 
Several factories across the 
country have Mobots right 
now and the San Diego - 
based creator of these 
wonders believes more 
companies will order them 
in the future. 

Mobots don’t walk or talk 
or think or look like 
mechanical men. 

Made of modular sec- 
tions, Mobots (‘modular 
robots’) are unglamorous 
assemblies of wires and 
pneumatic tubes. ‘‘Mobot’’ 
is a trademarked name. It 
is not the only industrial 
robot. around. 

To an industrialist or 
manufacturer, however, 
they may be downright 
beautiful. 

That’s because Mobots 
are handy for working in en- 

















vitoniients which are off 


limits for human beings: 
ovens, vacuums, electronic 
‘clean’ rooms, toxic at- 
mospheres, corrosive 
chambers, explosive areas. 


Motobs are used in bak- 
ing, die-casting, molding, 
plainting, bottling and elec- 
tronic processes. 


Preprogrammed to per- 
form simple tasks, Mobots 
can lift, insert, push, pull 
rotate, invert and sort 
items as heavy as 500 
pounds or as light as a 
single sheet of paper. 


And they can perform 
high - speed, repetitive 
operations. in as little as 
four seconds a cycle. 
Human beings find this kind 
of work ‘‘hectic’’ and 
“‘monotonous.”’ 

Fortunately for mankind, 
the. inventor of Mobots 
doesn’t think they will ever 
eliminate human beings. 

He is Laurence J. Kamm, 
a local jogger who worked 
on inventions for years out

of the den of iis homie 
before hitting on the Mobot 
concept. 

‘“‘Mobots can replace one 
in 40 mass - production 
people,’’ Kamm said. ‘‘But 
wherever there is. -vision, 
dexterity and judgment re- 
quired, Mobots are inade- 
quate. 


‘‘They can only do 
loading, feeding and 
material handling — the 
boring, so-called de- 
meaning, monotonous jobs. 
The people they replace in 
these jobs then can become 
skilled technicians and 
make more money.”’ 


Despite being head of a 
fast - growing corporation, 
Kamm still brings his lunch 
to work in a brown bag. 

A bald, stocky electrical 
engineer, Kamm is as 
precise as his machines. 

Described by his 
employees as being “‘preoc- 
cupied’’ rather than in- 
tense, he had just come 
back from a trip to 


Michigan, where he visited 
several potential customers 
as well as conferred with 
one of his company’s three 
district managers. 

He is president and chair- 
man of Mobot Corp., a San 
Diego - based firm which he 
says has sold $1 million 
worth of so-called modular 
robots in the last year to big 
companies like General 
Motors, IBM, American 





Can Co. and International 
Harvester. 

For Kamm, the growth of 
Mobot Corp. is a dream 
come true. 

“Tm doing what every 
entrepreneur wants to do,”’ 
he said, ‘‘starting a success- 
ful company and running 
1G," 

The company is one of a 
dozen such firms in the 
world. But Kamm said his 














company makes a wider 
variety of industrial robots 
than its competitors. 

Located in a cream - 
colored cinder block 
building on a quiet cul - de - 
sac, Mobot Corp. now 
employs 35 people -— up 
from Kamm and two 
employees just two years 
ago. 

Kamm now expects 
Mobot Corp. to make moun- 


tains of money. 

“There’s a $4 billion 
business in Mobots in the 
United States and we’re go- 
ing after it,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
ignore foreign markets, We 
don’t have enough capital to 
exploit the American 
market — or even a fraction 
of its. potential.” 

Recently, he said, Mobot 
Corp. established a national 
sales network for its so- 
called modular robot 
systems. The company now 
has 22 distributors 
throughout the United 
States with three new sales 
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offices — in Detroit, ; 
Cleveland and Rockford, Il. 
Looking through wire - 
rimmed glasses, Kamm sat 
behind a big desk at his fac- 
tory, staring dispass- 
ionately at a visitor. Iu a 
low murmur which sounded 
almost prophetic, not to 
mention optimistic, he 
said: ‘‘There will be a 
shake-out and our system 
will survive and the others 
will not. They make expen- 
Sive and inappropriate 
machinery. We make prac- 
tical, cost - effective manu- 
facturing machinery.’’

Spouse must 


be accepted 
on own level

‘Any change which takes place within the self-image, 
changes the marriage relationship,’ says Dr. William 
Sanford, a psychologist. and successful marriage 
counselor. 


He feels that the success of a marriage is dependent to 
a large extent on the degree of spiritual growth of the 
partners. Sanford states that when one mate grows 
emotionally and spiritually and the partner’s life 
stagnates, serious problems in marriage can arise. 


Part of the. problem, he says, is that a successful 
marriage in America is evaluated in terms of externals, 


This is the sextal, economic, and social compatability ~ 


the two have together. Rarely is it thought of in terms of 
an inter emotional and spiritual compatability. Yet it is 
this very area in marriage where a breech between a 


couple may slowly come which later causes the 


fracturing of the relationship. 


Sanford says that one partner may move toward God 


or a spiritual understanding of our world and a deeper 
interpretation of life and this causes a disturbance in the 
equilibrium of the relationship of a marriage. This will 
not necessarily destroy the marriage but it can -bring 
problems.

Philosophic self-responsibility is not a popular idea in 
our present society. Sanford sees this role of interior 
growth as a point of understanding of the dynamics of 
marriage, and as the responsibility of both parties in the 
marriage. 


‘‘Almost certainly,’’ he goes on to say, ‘‘one partner in 
a marriage is more religious than the other. It becomes 
the responsibility of the person who is more reflective to 
understand and accept the spouse who is less likely to 
develop a spiritual understanding of the world in which 
we live.”’ 


His conclusions are that it is one of the responsibilities 
of a married person who is more mature, to accept his or 
her spouse on his or her own level. The person who is 
growing emotionally and developing an inner awareness 
will set the example for the se who has not taken a 
step. The test of the validity of what they have found can 
be the thing that makes the marriage dynamic and 
richer.

, Surviving in today’s investment _world 
Women’s role is growing in money management

There are some harsh realities modern woman must 
confront if she is to survive in today’s investment world. 

She should know that 85 percent of all married women 
will end up living alone. Half of today’s marriages are 
ending in divorce. Most women still outlive their 
husbands. Eight of 10 men die without leaving a will. 


That’s why a woman’s dependency on her husband has 
to be less — if she is to survive. She’s come a long way — 
and don’t call her “‘baby’’ — over the years. It’s a 
challenge women are meeting head-on. 


These are some of the points being emphasized in a 
series of seminars for women conducted by Merrill 
Lynch, the ‘‘bullish on America’’ investment people. 


Ann Benson, an investor specialist for the brokerage, 
said she found that a few years ago women were 
expressing to her an interest in investing. However, she 
found that mostly men attended investment gatherings. 
Women, she said, were not interested in the male- 
dominated confabs. 


Hence the special program to attract women 
investors. And their money. 

The seminars include a brief film, a panel discussion 
moderated by Benson in a question-and-answer format 
and a-segment in which the audience asks the panel 
questions. 

In a booklet given to people attending the meetings, 
Merrill Lynch points out that women are a major force in 
today’s economy — as eamers, consumers and investors. 

Women attending the seminars range in age from the 
very young to the not-so-very-old. Some are dressed for 
their work in the executive suite, where their name is on 
the door. And you can bet they had someone back at the 
office answering the boss’s phone. Theirs. 

The seminar’s booklet is titled, ““You and Your Money. 
A Financial Handbook for Women.”’ It gives several 
reasons why investment is getting the woman’s touch — 
as in management of it. 

For one thing, women today make up half the work 
force and bring home paychecks totaling $250 billion or 
more each year. 

Women renresent 50.3 -nercent of all adult 
stockholders. Some 12 million women own stock or 
mutual-fund shares. 

Life insurance coverage in force for women rose 90 
percent between 1970 and 1976 — from $200 billion to $380 
billion. 

And individual women holders of American Express 
credit cards rose 171 percent in six years, from 700,000 in 
1972 to 1.9 million in 1978. 

If that’s not impressive enough, the booklet points out 
women control the spending of almost half a trillion 
dollars a year. Clearly, it’s more than a man’s world. 


The seminars are not out to teil women what to do if 
their husbands leave them stocks and bonds: instead, 
they are intended to prepare women for managing the 
money they earn from their own careers. ; 


The film shown at the seminars depicts three types of 
women: One, young and single, whose idea of money 
management is buying a cheap stereo because the men in 
her life will have the good stuff. Another finds herself 
alone at midlife but meets the challenge by trading her 
outdated teaching credentials for a new career aS a 
lawyer, and she succeeds. 


The third woman shared the family finance 
management with her thoughtful husband. ‘‘I was happy 
to have this involvement ... I felt I was one step ahead. ... 
It was my responsibility to know what the hell is going 
on!” =a :

A recent panel included Jeannette Williams, Merrill 
Lynch account executive, Julie A. Buchanan, an account 
executive introduced as a woman pioneer in her 
previously all-male field, Cynthia A. Ekberg, account 
executive, and John R. Donaidson, assistant vice 
president. 

The panelists talked about the nitty-gritty of 
understanding investing, then gave a few tips. 


Ekberg, for example, suggested that women keep a 
diary, one that lists small cash payments for which you 
don’t get a receipt but which are related to investing, 
becoming tax deductions. Expenses like copying 
securities, taxi fare or other transportation costs related 
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to managing your portfolio and banking fees (like that 
for the safety box you rent to keep stocks in). 

In general, the panel recommended these steps for 
women to follow in organizing their finances: 

— Assess your net worth, Williams said, listing things 
like bank and savings accounts, ene in the home, 
stocks and bonds, jewelry, cars and other items of value. 

— Determine your actual cash flow (what income is 
coming in and what’s going out for bills and other 
expenses). Buchanan suggested every household have 
two months’ income set aside in an emergency fund. It 
should be money you can gain use of without delay. 

— Create a realistic budget, Williams added. 

— Keep efficient records, making certain your spouse 
is acquainted with your files. 

— Establish priorities and outline objectives (for 
example, if you are in a high income-tax bracket, avoid 
investments that increase your immediate income. Look
